"Truck Distributors. 
Of Illinois Discuss

Chicago, April 18.—Repossessions 
on the deferred payment plan and 
a closer scrutiny of credits were 
main topics of discussion at the 
spring meeting of the Motor Truck 
Distributors’ Association of Hlinois 
held here last week. President O. 
E. McCarthy reported to the 150 
distributors, branch managers and 
their sales managers present that 
the organization had made marked 
progress in the many activities un- 
dertaken by the association and 


outlined new policies, which were 
unanimously adopted. 


The président reported that 1,500 
questionnaires had been sent out to 
determine the qualification of ap- 
plicants for the purchase of motor 
trucks on the deferred payment 
plan. He stated that since January 
1, 1926, there had been 640 repos- 
sessions of time payment trucks. 

It was unanimously decided that 
in future the company members ad- 
here closely to the practice of ex- 
acting cash payment on deferred 
payment sales of 25 per cent. of the 
net price after deducting trade-in 
allowances. It was also the senti- 
ment that credit on parts and serv- 
ice sales be placed on a thirty-day 
basis, with the understanding that 
if the account is not paid by the 
10th of the following month it is 
automatically placed on a C. O. D. 
basis. 

Regarded as a step forward is the 
practice of registering names and 
addresses of emplovees in the sales 
department of the various members 
who call upon prospective business, 
with notification to the secretary of 
changes and reasons therefor, as 
they occur. 

It was reported that much prog- 
ress is being made by group meet- 
ings of credit managers, service 
managers, used car truck managers 
and sales managers of the various 
member companies. Also that the 
truck body is working in perfect 
harmony with the Chicago Automo- 
bile Trade Association in all mat- 
ters of mutual interest.

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Cook | County New Car Sales Gain in First Quarter 


Increase of 
620 Shown 


For Period

HICAGO, April 18.—Six hun- 
dred and twenty more new 

cars were registered in Cook 
county for the first three months 
of this year than for the first 
quarter of 1927. The totals were 
19,458 for 1928 and 18,838 fast 
year. There was a loss as com- 
pared with 1926 when 22,606 cars 
were registered for the period. In 
1925 the total for the quarter was 
16,870. 

With Ford coming through with 
major deliveries, the second quarter 
pr even a more extensive 
gain. Dealers here report that Ford 
car shipments are increasing weekly 
and the factory at Hegewisch. near 
this city, is increasing output daily. 

Ford had 435 registrations for the 
first three months as compared 
with 1,560 for the same period last 


year. Last month 386 Ford cars 
were registered for the county at 
Springfield. 


The Cook county gain is the more ‘ 


significant because the estimated 
production of the National Automo- 
bile Chamber of Commerce, Inc., 
shows a loss of more than 1,000 cars 
for the period. 

Chevrolet set a new all-time rec- 
ord for any car for number of regis- 
trations in the first quarter by 
attaining 5,003. This was 25.5 per 
cent. better than for the first three 
months last year when the total 
was 3,984. 

Although closely pressed for sec- 
ond place by Buick and Oakland- 
Pontiac, MHudsomu-Essex tock the 
position with 1,812. Essex had 1,160 
and Hudson 652. Buick's total was 
1,799, while the Oakland-Pontiac 
combination had 1,576. Pontiac 
accounted for 1,144 and Oak- 
land 432. 

Durant-Star scored the largest 
percentage of gain, having 196.2. 
This was due in some measure to 
the appearance of the Durant 
models at show time. Durant had 
one registration in February and 
forty-four in March, while Star had 
106, against fifty-four for the quar- 
ter last year. 

Pontiac’s individual showing was 
the next best showing in percent- 
age of gain, having 101.

NE of the most interesting comments on the progress | 


that Henry Ford is making toward getting into real 
production on his new Model A comes from Col. Leonard 
Ayres of Cleveland, the well-known economist. Col. Ayres 
says that Ford production from the beginning of the year 
ran along in low gear at a rate gradually working up to 
about 1,500 cars per day. “It has now definitely moved up 
into second gear,” yng ees Ayres, “with a production of 
2,000 cars a day at the beginning of April, and good pros- 
pects of 3,000 a day by the end of this month. Moreover, next 
month there will probably be a shift into high speed output 


with a daily production of 5,000 not later than Memorial 
Day.” 
This is interesting, because Col. Ayres is usually so 


accurately informed with regard to automotive matters that 
his statement has definite authority. Furthermore, Ayres 
sees this stepping up of Ford production.as a factor “dis- 
tinctly favorable to the prospects of general business.” 
Undoubtedly business in general will be benefited 
by increased Ford sales. A great deal of money that is 
now idle will be placed in circulation. The positions of 
Ford dealers all over the country will be bettered and all 
the communities in which these dealers operate will 
benefit by the fact that they have cash in hand again. 


Just Carelessness 

ALIFORNA has been analyzing its accident statistics, 

and the result discloses some interesting possibilities. | 
fo begin with, California, with its all-year motoring season. 
offers an extremely favorable laboratory for an inquiry of 
this kind. 

The public safety department of the active Automobile 
Club of Southern California collected detailed records of acci- 
dents last year. From these records it found that reckless 
intoxicated drivers caused 9,159 accidents involving 
either injuries or fatalities. Deaths in motor vehicle acci- 
dents totaled 1,651, while 4,277 people were seriously injured 
and 14,091 received minor injuries. From these figures 
recklessness and drunkenness took a pretty heavy toll. 

Further, the club’s safety department finds that in 
more than 90 per cent. of the cases where accident 
resulted, the trouble could have been avoided altogether 
if the drivers had exercised due care. Remembering 
that motor vehicle accidents cost the country some $750,- 
000,000 a year, we are certainly a careless nation to roll 
up such a bill when by taking thought beforehand we 
could cut it down to one-tenth of the amount.

Building Activities 
Show Strength in 
Spite of Decline 


New York, April 18.—Prospects 
for building activities throughout 
the country are today slightly 
below the levels which existed at 
this period both in 1927 and 1926, 
Official reports of building per- 

mits issued and plans filed in the 
570 leading cities and towns of the 
forty-eight states made to S. W. 
Straus & Co. showed a total for 
March of $396,984.719, which com- 
pares with $414,537.685 in March, 
1927, and with $431,386,292 in March, 
1926. The loss from last March was 
4 per cent., and from March, 1926, 
was 8 per cent. 

It is thus indicated that build- 
ing operations in all cities and 
towns of consequence throughout 
the country is only about $15,000,- 
000 below the same period last 
year, and $35,000,000 below mid- 
spring of 1926, when building ac- 
tivities were very near a peak. 
Viewed from this standpoint, the 
present figures represent a grad- 
ual and healthy readjustment to 
the more norma! balances of sup- 
ply and demand. 

It is to be noted, however, that 
the tremendous activities again get- 


ting under way in New York city, 
particularly on Manhattan Island, 
are carrying a substantial load for 


the whole country. If the New York 
figures were eliminated from pres- 
ent tabulations would be found 
that the balance of the country hag 
suffered a loss of over 9 per cent, 
from March last year. Building 
plans filed in the metropolis for the 
month were $107.571,125, or moré 
than 25 per cent. of the rest of the 
cities which reported to S. W. Straus 
& Co., New York’s gain over March, 
1927, was 11 per cent.

Held Responsible 


For Profits or Losses Resulting 


By WILLIAM C. CALLAHAN 


HEN old Peter Minuit back in 1624, 


or thereabouts, 


bought the island of Manhattan for goods valued at 


$24 and a bottle of pre-wa 


r liquor—present quotations, 


about $18 a quart—he no doubt considered it a good price, 
judging from the general demand for islands at-that time. 


But Peter was a shrewd trader. 


made in buying and not in sel’ 


He knew that profits are 
ng and that any extra profits 


due to the island’s improving with age would be “gravy.” 


C. J. Simpson, general manager of * 
the Pacific Nash Motor Company, | 
San Francisco, declares that his} 
company has solved its used car 
problem by adopting this. theory 
and sticking to it. Assuming that 
the exclusive used car dealer has 
been and is today making a sub- 
Stantial profit on his sales, Mr. 
Simpson's organization made a study 
of the methods employed by this 
type of dealer. He finds that the 
secret is merely this: 

1. Used cars are worth to the 
dealer, first, last and all the time, 
only the price that he can realize 
on the resale minus the cost of re- 
selling, reconditioning and carry- 
ing the car in stock until it has 
been resold. 

2. It is essential that in buying 
used cars the dealer must sepa- 
rate entirely the process of buying 
from the process of selling a new 
car. Used cars are taken in di- 
rectly by the used car department, 
and it is left directly up to 
that department to break even on | 
its transaction. 

Of this system Mr. Simpson says:— | 

“In making this purchase these 
cars are carefully examined as to 
condition, and the appraisal made 
is based on what we expect to be 
able to dispose of the used car for, 
deducting therefrom 10 per cent. of 
the expected sale price for over- 
head, plus any additional items of 
expense for putting the car into 
condition to make it pessible to get | 
the expected sale price cut of it. 

“Under no circumstances will 
the used car department increase 
its appraisal. The result is that 
the used car department, assum- | 





ing that its overhead, exclusive 
of commissions, will not exceed 
10 per cent., and the department 
is otherwise well run, there can be 
no loss in the department because 
its overhead has already been 
provided for and the new car de- 
partment pays the sales commis- 
sions on the used car. 

“This practice is followed by rea- 
son of the fact that the new car 
department, in paying commissions 
when the new car is sold, pays orig- 
inally only on the amount of dif- 
ference bet ween the factory list and 
the amount allowed for the trade in 

“There is a  aeed psychology in 
this, for the head of any depart- 
ment, if he is of the right caliber, 
wants to see his department show 
creditably. If the head of a used 
car department has to buy mer- 
chandise on a basis of where he 
knows in advance he is going to 
suffer a ‘oss, regardless of how 
well he manages his department, 
he leses interest in the results, 
and that loss of interest is very 
liable to be reflected in other ways 
as well as in the management of 
the department. 

“Every car we have in our stock 
was bought on a basis of where our 
used car manager believes he can 
sell without a less, and if a loss is 
sustained it’s because our buyer 
made an honest mistake in his judg- 
ment as to what the car could be 
sold for. 

“Our new car department at 
times reaches for business. They 
make all the over-allowance and 
their profit on the new car is 
lessened by the amount of their

10 States Better 
Highway Safety

EW YORK, April 18.—Ten 
states have improved their 
highway safety records for 1927, 


according to the monthly street 
traffic bulletin published today by 
the National Automobile Chamber 
of Commerce. The figures are 
compiled from records of state 
bureaus of vital statistics. 

Illinois has made the largest nu- 
merical progress in the reduction. of 
fatalities, dropping from 
1,776 in 1926 to 1.647 in 1927, a de- 
cline of 7 per cent. 

Montana wins first place on the 
honor roll on the percentage basis, 
having reduced its motor fatalities 
by 22 per cent 

Conditions did not improve, how- 
ever, for the entire country, as the 
increase in automobile traffic tolls 
was 8 per cent. 

The state ratings are based on 
the automobile fatalities exclusive 
of grade crossing accidents where 
the figures are available on this 
basis following the procedure of 
the United States Bureau of Census.
